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“How long will the American people put up with 
treason in the White House itself?

The voice gave itself no identification other than 
“Let Freedom Ring/’ The Sarasota County sher¬ 
iffs office reported a flood of protests; the FBI 
was said to be checking -into the recording; the 
Sarasota Herald-Tribune hinted that President 
Kennedy might have grounds for a libel suit. 

Because the number was non-published, the re¬ 
cording rapidly became a local mystery. General 
Telephone Co. in Sarasota said the number was lo¬ 
cated at 6916 Point of Rocks Road, a residence. 

Living at the address was Dr. William Campbell 
Douglass, a 36-year-old physician who had moved 
to Sarasota only months before upon retirement as 
a Navy flight surgeon. 

Dr. Douglass, however, said nothing — especially 
to the press. 

Finally, in mid-November he agreed to answer 
questions submitted in writing. 

The Herald-Tribune submitted five questions, 
two of them dealing with the sponsorship of the 
taped message. To both, the answer was: “Why 
should there be (any revelation of the message's 
sponsor?) The sponsors seek no personal public¬ 
ity/' 

That is how Let Freedom Ring began. Since 
then, the project—dubbed “Dial-A-Smear" by its 
enemies—has grown into a nationwide network of 
70 phones, each carrying the same weekly message. 

The tone of the messages—practically all written 
by Dr, Douglass—have not mellowed with the 
years. (Last January listeners were invited to send 
a dollar for literature, “if you want to know all 
about the Johnson administration's plan to help 
the Kremlin bury you/') 

Screams of anger and rebuke from groups and 
persons attacked in the messages have brought na¬ 
tionwide notoriety to Dr. Douglass and—by as¬ 
sociation—to his town. 

“In his own little way that doctor has really put 
us on the map/' said a Sarasota native. “Years ago 
whenever I went up north, people would identify 
me as someone from the 'circus town/ Now I'm in¬ 
troduced as being from the place where all those 
terrible telephone calls started/ 1 

Now 39, Dr. Douglass neither looks nor acts like 
the sort of person who would delight in slandering 
such organizations and the national Parent-Teach¬ 
ers Association or the National Council of 
Churches. 

Physically trim, a neat and tasteful dresser, he 
bears a striking resemblance to Playboy publisher 
Hugh Hefner,‘whose publication Douglass has at¬ 
tacked. The 'seemingly perfect image of a small 
town service club president, he is quick with a

friendly smile, witty in conversation, and sports 
the proverbial professional bedside manner. *

Let Freedom Ring is ^on-profit corporation 
chartered in Florida, Each station outside Sarasota , 
is held by someone who pays the doctor $24 a year 
and signs a contract agreeing to use at least 40 of 
his weekly messages in a year’s time. 

He encourages permit holders to write editorials * 
on local topics, but insists they be sent to him for 
approval, “Most of the stations are run by very re- 
sponsible people/’ he said, "but we can f t take any ■ — 
chances, I can't have any of them going off on 
some wild tangent/ 1 

The cost of operation is amazingly low—the 
nominal charge for a phone line plus about $30 per 
month rent for an "electronic secretary" to answer 
calls and play the recording. 

Ten Florida cities have Let Freedom Ring sta¬ 
tions, among them Kissimmee, Pensacola, Panama 
City, Tallahassee and Miami. 

Recently, in the wake of a congressional hearing, 
the Bell System said it would require Let Freedom 
Ring stations—and other organizations that broad¬ 
cast opinion through telephone recordings—to in¬ 
clude their addresses in the messages. 

Dr. Douglass considers the requirement “mtimi- “ 
dation of the telephone companies by left-wing ex¬ 
tremists." . 

“These people of mine aren’t seeking any public¬ 
ity/’ he explains, "They’re just trying to help me 
get my messages across. 

"I can’t see a thing wrong with being anony¬ 
mous. The Federalist Papers were published an¬ 
onymously. 

"What if a guy has a far left boss? He gets fired. 
Not everybody can be as independent as a physic¬ 
ian.” 

Dr. Douglass—whose views on the value of per¬ 
sonal publicity seem to have changed completely 
since 1962—claims anyone wanting to know any¬ 
thing about Let Freedom Ring need only contact 
him. 

"I know the so-called liberals want to bother my 
station people. They want to shut them up be¬ 
cause the message is getting through. Well, if they 
want to know anything they call me. I’m here; I’ve 
always been here and everybody knows who I am, 

"A lot of people in Sarasota—the left-wing ele¬ 
ment here—have done their best to hurt me, I used 
to get anonymous phone calls all the time, threats 
stuck in my mailbox. My patients get calls telling 
them to change doctors, 

"There has been a constant smear campaign 
against me for three years. My auditor tells me I 
lose between $5,000 and $10,000 a year in medical 
income because of what I’m doing/’ 

Other people in Sarasota familiar with Let Free¬ 
dom Ring agree the program has hurt Dr. Doug¬ 
lass’ medical practice, but not as the result of left- , 
wing pressure. 


"People just don’t like to go to a controversial 
doctor, that’s all/’ said a businessman. ‘It would be 
\ the same thing if he had been organizing Negro sit- 
ins.” 

About Let Freedom Ring’s effect on his family 
, life, Dr. Douglass will say only that it causes "a 
good bit of tension.” 

There was tension at the Douglass home, because 
^ 1 the doctor on Dec. 21 filed for divorce against his 
wife after two children and nine years of marriage. 

A long-time observer of Sarasota business and 
politics sums up the town's opinion of the doctor 
like this: 

"There are a few who love him very much, a 
larger group who detest him, and an even larger 
group who think he’s a screwball and wish he’d go 
away; 

- “You’ll find most of the tourist people in the 
last group. This town lives on tourists and it hurts 
us when the papers and television keep repeating 
. ‘Sarasota surgeon’ over and over again/’ 

A 19^4 ^graduate of Sarasota High School, Dr. 
Douglass served in the Navy from 1944 to 1946, 
then went to school for his bachelor of arts and 
medical degrees after the war. 

A second hitch in the Navy—this time as a flight 
surgeon—came to a bitter end over his political 
opinions in 1962. 

"I have a photostatic copy of my Navy fitness 
report in which pure Communist terms are used/’ 
he said, “It is like Russia where you have to have 
the right beliefs to get the right report. The report 


\ tio 


was so scurrilous the Navy Department thought it 
$ 2 {ed me the right to reply. I did. I resigned/ 1 
Dr. Douglass dates his anti-communist convic¬ 
tions from his junior year at the University of' 
Rochester in New York. 

“The more I read/’ he said, "the more convinced 
I was that I had been shortchanged ideologically 
in college, 

“And I have been trying ever since 1948 to do 
my part to awaken the American people to the ter¬ 
rific hoax that has been put over on them primar¬ 
ily through news suppression and suppression of 
good anti-communist and anti-socialist literature/ 1 
Dr. Douglass’ next effort to educate the country 
will be a novel “about the U* N, takeover of the 
United States as seen through the eyes of the 
President’s personal physician.", (The physician in 
the novel, coincidentally, is an intensely patriotic 
doctor from Sarasota who tries to save the country 
almost single-handedly.) 

“IVe gotten through 18 chapters so far, all of 
them short. The book is pointed at the boob tube 
people, the idiots who stick in, front of their TV 
sets all the time and never think of anything." 

"The book’s got everything in it “blood, viol¬ 
ence, murder, sex. I want to reach the mass 
market/’ *

^ Another physician, Dr Wil¬ 
liam C Douglass, editor of^ 
the Sarasota County Medical ^ 
Society, resigned Thursday. 

The resignation follows 
several months of dissension 
among local physicians as to 
the contents of the now sus¬ 
pended publication. 

Douglass, who had been 


elected earlier this year by 
society members to serve as 
editor, sent his letter of 
resignation to Dr Ernest M. 
Grochowskl president of the 
medical society. 

Some local physicians, al¬ 
though approving the revised 
format of the journal, were 
in strong disagreement with 
; the methods of attack against 
ijeertain sex education pro¬ 
grams, the U. S. Food and 
Drug Administration and the 
American Medical Asso- 
elation. 

Other physicians approved 
the subjects chosen f o r 
discussion in the Journal but 
protested against the editorial 
attacks on personalities in¬ 
volved, such as the remarks 
about Dr, Mary Calderone, 
director of the Sex 


esigns 


Information and Education 
Council of the U. S ■ 
(SIECUS). Dr. Calderone‘5 
lawyers in New York have 
demanded a retraction in the 
publication. 

In his letter of resignation, 
Dr, Douglass said, “One of 
the major problems in our 
country today, as I see it* 
is that everyone wants to pass 
the buck when It comes to 
taking a stand on any issue 
that may antagonize anybody. 

Three of the associate 
editors—Dr. Eugene J, Boyd, 
Dr. Henry G. Morton and Dr, 
Leo H, Wilson Jr. —had 
resigned in protest against 
what one of them called “the 
inflammatory style of writing 
and the naming of personali¬ 
ties” in the three issues of 
the publication prepared by 
Douglass. 

"I think that everyone will 
agree that the new Journal 
is an improvement over the 
old one as far as the format! 
Is concerned/’ Douglass wrote! 
in his letter of resignation.] 
/ The advertising I obtained! 
has now enabled the Journal 
to pay for itself so that it 
is not a financial burden to 
the Society. 

“The Journal no longer 
needs me and, under the cir¬ 
cumstances, I no longer 
desire to expend my time and 
energy attempting to put out 
a first class medical journal 
with my right hand while 
fighting an emtoional 
minority with my left.*' 

The fate of the suspended 
publication, started about 10 
years ago as a “bulletin 11 to 
provide information for local 
physicians and some persons 
in paramedical fields, may be 
derided at the next meeting 
of the Sarasota County 
Medical Society. . .

Forget that saying about 
the bark being worse than the 
bite when you’re talking about 
an attack dog on patrol. 

, The German shepherds that 
are being used to guard 
homes, businesses and even 
the Ringling Museum 
grounds, have a bite that ex¬ 
erts 750 pounds of pressure 
per square inch. 

Attempted break-ins drop to 
zero when a sign goes up 
warning of an attack dog, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. William 
Campbell Douglass who is m 
ftheTnisInesf"of 'framing dogs 
Ifor security duty. 

I ■ "The dogs will deter almost 
Everyone. You can’t sneak up 
on a dog," said Dr. Douglass. 

• He values a fully-trained 
guard dog at ' $7,000 and 
claims a canine guard sur¬ 
passes the human kind for a 
variety of reasons. 

"Dogs don’t lie, cheat, 
steal, get drunk, have 
hangovers or want an ad¬ 
vance in pay,” he smiled. 

He owns 10 of the dogs, all 
trained in Sarasota by Ralph 
i Young, a carpenter by trade. 
Young learned about dog- 
training in the Air Force 
.where he helped train dogs 


in Washington State to guard 
atomic sites. 

“They’re just like people. 
Some learn fast and others 
slowly,” said Young. 

Ace, the firm's “top dog,” 
was a natural, learning his 
job in two months. Others 
take six months and ail the 
dogs are constantly retrained. 

“Some dogs just don’t have 
it. They’re total cowards,” 
said Dr. Douglass, thinking 
back on some of the dropouts 
he has had in the year since 
the project started, 

Ace, he claimed, is a dual- 
personality dog, able to be 
friendly one minute and be 
ready * to attack the next 
'minute. - - 

“He knows what his job is," 
said Dr. Douglass. “I wouldn't 
take any amount of money for 
him.’’ 

The dogs aren't killers but 
are trained to pull an intruder 
to the ground and hold him 
there until help comes, if it 
takes all night. Part of their 
training is learning not to eat 
meat tossed to them in case 
it should be poisoned. 

Dr. Douglass has six of the 
dogs trained to work in pairs, 
considered more effective 
because if one is distracted, 
the other is ready. One team 
guards a fenced 20-acre site 


where apartments are bein 
built. 

"They haven’t lost a sing] 
article since the dogs have 
been there," said Young who 
delivers the dogs when 
workmen leave and picks 
them up the next morning 
before workmen arrive. 

Other dogs are successfully 
guarding stores, a lumber 
.yard, plumbing supply and 
the Karl Bickel residence 
where dog and human guards 
share the duties. 

The Ringling Museum owns 
its guard dog, Stormy, whoi 
was trained at the National 
Police Dog Academy . i n 
Moline, Kan. According to 
Florence Gillmore of the mu¬ 
seum staff, he was a bargain 
bemuse he was trained for 
po'icc warit but got car sick. 

Since Stormy has been 
roaming the 45 acres of the 
museum property after 
visitors leave, vandalism has 
ceased to be a problem. 

“Stormy is a tremendous 
preventive measure. A man 
would think twice before tak¬ 
ing a chance on disturbing a 
dog. A dog is so much more 
unpredictable — not like a 
guard on his rounds,”; said 
Miss Gillmore. 

I When he's off duty in the 1 
daytime, Stormy has his own 

fenced yard with shady 
Eucalyptus tree and dog 
house near tbe home of his 
handler, Elwood L a f 1 i n , 
grounds superintendent who 
lives in a guest home of the 
Ringling. mansion. 

“At night, when I lock up 
we have our own private, 
estate,” laughed Laflin. Amjj 
with Stormy around, t h el 
estate is secure.

Asst. U.S. State Atty., Hugh 
Smith, claim futilely the

should be stricken from the 
record. 

! Douglass’s testimony 
followed the prosecution's 
earlier parade of document¬ 
bearing witnessess — almost 
30 — who were-subpoenaed 
by the prosecution Jo prove 
that Douglass had an income 
considerably over the $600 
figure which is the base-figure 
which defines who must pay 
income tax. 

Their claims indicated he 
had an income in excess of 
$20,000 for both years under 
consideration in the case. 

The government contends 
Douglass willfully broke the 
law when he submitted 1040 
forms, both years, to the U.S.

Smith told the jury that 
proof beyond a reasonable 
doubt that Douglass failed to 
file fiscal information with the

Douglass's attorney has 
contended throughout the trial 
that he did not willfully break 
a law. The defense has ad¬ 
mitted in court that the 
physician, founder of the 
telephone' message ' “Let 
Freedom Ring," did withhold 
information - “for good 
reasons” and as a "protest.” 

Prior -to Douglass’s 
testimony, his attorney, Paul 
Antinori — a former Hillsboro 
County state attorney — re¬ 
quested an acquittal. 

He agreed the government 
had presented evidence of 
deposits and expenditures in 
Douglass's name for 1966 and 
1967. However, Antinori said
